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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim (s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. This application is described as being a 
continuation of one of a number of parent applications. There 
is no basis in the original disclosure of the parent 
applications for the limitation that the embodiment of the 
inflatable bladder which has the shape of a wedge when inflated 
(figures 11 and 11A) as defined in claim 1 also has additional 
inflatable bladders on the shaft. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-4, 6, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as obvious over Jakubczak (4,651,717). Jakubczak discloses 
shaft 214 and inflatable bladder 201 which has the shape of a 
wedge when inflated. The Jakubczak device is a retractor since 
it moves tissue. Alternatively, it would have been obvious that 
the Jakubczak device is a retractor since it moves tissue. As 
to claim 2, the inflatable bladder 201 in the figure 7 
embodiment does not stretch (at least in the lateral direction) 
since it is located on mesh 700 which apparently does not 
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stretch. As to claims 8 and 9, Jakubczak discloses additional 
inflatable bladders 102 and 206 which are either directly or 
indirectly on shaft 214. 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Solano et al . (4,921,478). Solano et al . , in 
figure 5C, disclose shaft 22 and inflatable bladder 16 which has 
the shape of a wedge when inflated (since it tapers in the 
distal direction. The Solano et al . device is a retractor since 
it moves tissue. Alternatively, it would have been obvious that 
the Solano et al . device is a retractor since it moves tissue. 
As to claims 5 and 6, shaft 22 is rigid in portion 38 and 
flexible in portion 36. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Solano et al . (4,921,478). Solano et al . fail 
to disclose a cannula. However, it is old and well known in 
this art to use a cannula when inserting a catheter in the body 
in order to obtain the advantage of smoothly and accurately 
facilitating its insertion. It would have been obvious to use a 
cannula with the Solano et al . catheter so that it too would 
have this advantage. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Haber et al . 
disclose a rigid shaft.
